ARRESTS MADE QUIETLY 


_ Immigration Officiais Determined to 
Rid the Country of Euro- 
pean Anarchists.

CHICAGO, Monday, ‘Feb. 10\—The Chi- 
cago Tribune this morning prints the 
‘following! 

Deportation is the answer of the 
United States Government to the chal- 
lenge of I. W. W. and Bolshevist agi- 
tators who come to this country with 
the avowed purpose of stirring .up 
trouble in industry and ‘social life. P 

The first Federal blow against the 
‘wave of Anarchism already launched on 
the Pacific Coast came to light yester- 
day when..fifty-four labor agitators 
passed through Chicago in two heavily- 
puarded tourist sleepers bound for im- 
inediate deportation from ‘an Atlantic 
port. 

A motiey company of I. W. W. trou- 
blemakers, bearded labor fanatics, and 
red flag supporters were huddled in 
crowded berths and propaganda-strewed 
compartments of the prison train, which 
flipped in and out of the city so quietly- 
that few Federal officials were aware 
of its existence. As far as is known, 

_no movement of the kind has.ever be- 
fore been attempted by the ‘Government 
and thé train blazed a trail ‘which, im- 
migration ‘authorities agree, will entire- 
iy solve the greatest danger of an in- 


, dustrial unrest during the reconstruc-

Three leaders of the Seattle ‘uprising, 
one prominent Spokane agitator, a 
dangeroua I. W. W. leader ftom Dériver 
tind. five alien convicts arrested in‘ 
Chicago, were among the . prisonérs 
gathered into the Federal net and now 
well on their way toward the land of 
their birth; after trial and conviction 
as undesirable citizens. 

The remainder were alien labor agita- 
tors picked up.by pfficers of the Unite 
States Immigration Service during a 
year of quiet campaigning in industrial

fly armed immigration officers, who 
paced up and down the length of the 
train. from the time it reached the Chi- 
cago yards until it pulled from the city 
with ‘clearance orders over all traffic.

SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 9.—The street 
cars of this city moved today on almost 
normal schedule, and the general sym- 
pathy strike, regarded here as an at- 
tempt at Bolshevism, is believed to be 
near its end. ' ' 

‘“‘The general strike has_ failed,’ 


Mayor Ole Hanson said today. ~‘‘ This 
means a split between decent labor and 
the Industrial Workers of the World. 

“* Seattle, a loyal city has responded 
nobly’ in this emergéncy. The revolution 
has failed. The attempt to establish a 
Soviet Government and control and op- 
erate all enterprises and industries has 
collapsed. The Government should ar- 
rest, try, and punish all leaders in this 
conspiracy. No skim milk policy should 
be adopted.- The city authorities have 
quelled this rebellion. It is now the 
Government's. duty’ to punish. The 
whitewash brush must not be used.’’ 

Conservative labor leaders“asserted to- 
night that when the General Strike Con- 
ference Committee of unton « delegates 
reassémbles tomorrow morning they 
would renew the fight to have the sym- 
pathetic strike called off and a definite 
time fixed for its expiration.

Senator Lodge Overcome In Address 
at Services Held by 


Congress. ~ 


Hundreds of thousands of men and wo- 
men in New York and millions through- 
out the country attended services” yes- 
terday in honor of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt, at which eulogies were deliv- 
ered by hundreds who had been his close 
associates in politics, war, literature, 
exploration, natural science, social re- 
form, big game hinting, and other 
branches of human activity with which 
hts name is inseparably linked. 

His favorite hymn,, ‘How Firm a 
Foundation,’’ was sung .in nearly every | 
church of the city, and from practically 
every pulpit his great career was eulo- 
gized. Draped with American flags, his 


picture hung in churches, clubrooms, 
halls, Y. M. C. A. buildings, centres of 
the War Camp Community Service, 
schools, and public buildings. where his 
character and deeds were celebrated. 

Memorial services were held by Con- 
gress in the Chamber of the House in 
the presence of a distinguished gather- 
ing. Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
who was an intimate friend of Colofrel 
Roosevelt, was the only speaker. He 
eulogized Colonel Roosevelt in an ad- 
dress notable for eloquence. Roosevelt 
memorial services were held as well in 
London and Paris end by the American 
Army of Occupation: 

At the end of his etogy “in ‘the House | 
Senator Lodge's voice faltered as he told 
of the late President's last hours in the 
home so dear to hittt,-and the Senator 
was obliged to steady himself as hé sank 

into his chair. 

' Libraries could be filled with the per- 
sonal reminiscences of Colonel Roosevelt 
which were told yesterday by men and 
women who had been closely associated 
with him and were moved by profound 
personal affection fer him. The thou- 
sands in every walk of life who could 
speak of the former President from vivid 
personal contact gave the tribute'a char- 
acter which. has probably never marked 
national ceremonies in honor of the 
memory of any other public man in any 
country. 

Men of national fame, whose eulogies 
were careful studies of his life and esti- 
mates of his work, generally agreed that 
his greatest service to the nation had 
been contributed since the European 
war. startey/in the Summer of 1914, in 
awakening and pointing the way to the 
nation; that, his next greatest service 
had been'the quickening of the national 
conscience to demand clean politics and 
clean government, and in the rank with 
these was his contribution to the nation 
of the éxample’ of his high and irre- 
proachable private character. 

Tribute by Charles E. Hughes. 


Charles Evans Hughes, who made the 
address at the Republican Chub’ ‘yester- 
day afternoon, standing by a full-length 
portrait of Colonel Roogevelt, gave an 
eloquent and careful analysis of Colonel 
Roosevelt's career from childhood to his 
last days, and pronounced his last four 
and a half years the most useful and 
valuable of his life. 

‘“*He was one of the first,’’ said Mr. 
Hughes, ‘‘ to appreciate the significance 
of the great war and our duty. - His 
soul revolted at thé wrongs of Belgium 
and he poured out the vials of his scorn 
upon the neutrality which ignored the 
calls of humanity and sacrificed the self- 
respect of the American Republic. 

“When the Lusitania; was sunk, in 
May, 1915, he demanded action with 
‘immediate decision and--vigor.' ‘ Cen- 
turies have passed,’ said he, ‘ since any 
war vesgel of- a civilized power has 
shown such ruthless brutality toward 
non-combatants and especially toward 
women and children,’ None of the ‘ old 
time pirates’ had ‘committed murder 
on so vast a scale.’, ‘We earn, as a 
nation,’ he cried, ‘ measureless scorn 
and contempt if we follow the lead of 
those who exalt peace above-righteous- 
ness, if we heed” the voices of those 
feeble folk who bleat .to “high heaven 
that there is peace, ae there is no 
peace. : 

*** For many | months our Government 
has preserved ‘between right and wrong 
a@ neutrality which would. have - excited 
the -tremulous, ddmiration of Pontius 
Pilate—the arch- typical neutral of all 
times.’

WEIMAR, Feb. 8, (Associated Press.) 
—The German National Assembly to- 
day passed the first reading of the pro- 
visional constitution by acclamation. 
The second and third readings are set 
for Monday, to which the session was 


adjourned. 

The main portion of the Assembly’s 
time today was devoted to a speech by 
Hugo Preuss, the Secretary of the In- 
terior, who had been engaged in draft- 
ing the constitution. The- Minister ex- 
plained the character of the provisions 
of the instrument, from which the As- 
sembly is to derive its powers as a 
law-making body. 

The provisional constitution chenentons 
the Assembly to adopt a permanent 
constitution and to enact ‘‘ such national 
laws as are urgently necessary.’’ It 
provides for the choosing of a national 
President ‘Sy a majority vote, and for 
the creation of a “‘ committee of State,’’ 
which shal] occupy the pogition of a 
quasi-second chamber. 

‘The instrument makes no attempt to 
anticipate or limit the future permanent 
constitution, xcept as to one vital de- 
tail This\is a provision that the terri- 
tory of thé German Stated-shall not be 
altered without their consent, which ig 
obviously the Government's method’ of 
meeting the opposition evoked by the 
-earlier reports that a division of Prussia 
was: contemplated. 

Efforts will be made to include in the 
doqument a paragraph definitely forbid- 
ding the separation of Church and State. 
This plan is supported by tho Centrists: 
\ Expect Transfer te Berlin. ‘ 


Sentiment is fairly crystallized after 
various party caucuses in favor of trans- 
ferring the National Assembly to Berlin 
after the Easter holiday. It is probable 
that there will -be an adjournment on 
April 11, after which the President will 
call upon the Assembly to reconvene 
at Berlin.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The militant 
National Woman’s Party had a stormy 
time today, on the eve of the vote in 
the Senate on the woman suffrage 
amendment to the Constitution. Presi- 
dent Wilson was burned in ‘effigy in 
front of the White House, after a dom- 
onstration by women who charge that 
the President is to blame because he 
has not swayed the recalcitrant Senators 
to-his will and thus assured victory for 
the cause. At least forty, and according 
to one report sixty-five, of the suffra- 
gists who participated were bundled into 
patrol wagons, and later, refusing to 
give bail, were sent to the House of 
Detention. . 

The leaders of the militants who were 
permitted to retain their liberty said 
late tonight that the police of the First

The effigy of Président Wilson, which 
looked Ike a huge doll stuffed with 
straw and was slightly over two feet in 
height, was dropped into the flames by 
Miss Sue White of Nashville, Tenn., 
Chairman in that State of the National 
Woman’s Party, assisted by Miss Ga- 
briel Harris of Columbia, 8. Ci, State 
Vice Chairman. There was a good deal 
of a mixup at the time, as the dis- 
trict police, the military police, and the 
Boy Scouts, who assisted in the round- 
up of the women, were getting busy, 
but, according to the official militant 
branch statement, Miss White made 
these remarks before.she was — 
into the patrol wagon: 

‘* We burn not the effigy of the Pres- 
ident of a free people, but the leader of 
an autocratic party organization whose 
tyrannical power holds millions of wo- 
men in political slavery.

‘ While I have said that the war 
has been won, it would perhaps be 
more accurate to say that there is a

PARIS, Feb. 9.—The week which 
remains of President Wilson’s visit 
will be more important in many re- 
spéects than any similar period since 
hig arrival in Europe. He will return 
to America with the draft of the Con- 

_ stitution of the League of Nations ap- 
proved and needing only its inclusion 
in the formal peace treaty to become 
effective—that is, of’ course, if the 
Senate authorizes the ratification of 
the treaty. But other matters of con- 
siderable moment remain to be dis- 
posed of before the President leaves, 
and everything goes to show that he 
will have one of the busiest periods 
in his career before he starts for 
Brest, where the George Washington 
is: waiting to take him homeward. 

While the League of Nations is the 
President’s own particular favorite’ 
among several things he has sought 
te accomplish in the course of his 
stay in Paris,’ his interest and that of 
most of the American official contin- 
gent is very deep in the arrange- 
ments for the renewal of the armistice 
terms. Incidental to this extension is 
the matter of economic conditions in 
Germany, which Americans regard as 
ofthe utmost consequence in the ef- 
fort to bring the world back to normal. 

Brench Oppose Lenity to Germans. 

Their view differs from that of cer- 
tain other peace representatives, no- 
tably the French, whose desire is that 
Germany receive little if any consider- 
ation until her delegates appear at 
Versailles to sign the peace treaty. 
Thep, according to the French view, 
‘thiGermans should be informed that 
thie ‘concessions for which they. are 
now importunate will be granted if 
they accept all the conditions of peace 
upon which the Interallied Peace Con- 
ference has previously agreed.

NEWS STIRS INDIGNATION 


House Committee .to Recommend 
That All Troops Wear Same 
Service Insignia,

COBLENZ, Feb. 9, —Yesterday aft- 
ernoon a military witeless was picked 
up with the news that the pénding 
Army Appropriation bill. carries -a 


clause abolishing the service chevron, 
and this morning this news was on 
the army corps, division, regimental, 
and company bulletin boards. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the 
wave of indignation. and resentment 
which is sweeping through the ranks 
of the American fighters. For nine 
out of every ten the service ‘stripe is 
what they have to show that they 
were in the big war. Some few have 
medals, others have wounds,. but to 
the great majority their gold. V on the 
left forearm is their. most precious 
possession. As the months have passed 
each soldier has looked forward to the 
day when he could have. one more 
service stripe, And with what pride 
he tacked it om his si¢eve! . It is his 
badge of honor, and he who wears 
three is envied by the lad who has 
but two, and the soldier who has but 
one longs for the second. 

Regarded as Their Reward. 

The last who came into. the fray 
feel some satisfaction at waiting for 
their passage back because that day 
will give them a service stripe. That 
service stripe means something to our 
fighting doughboys. They regard it 

as their reward for having won the 
war. 

The wireless dispatch sald the clause 
was put in the bill because it was 
thought that to allow the men who 
did the fighting to wear the service 
chevrons would be a discrimination 
against those who served at home. 

I am not going into that argument. 
I am telling what the soldiers here 
are saying today. They are saying 
they distrust that reason. They are 
asking what became of the silver serv- 
ice chevrons the army men who did 
not come to Europe were to wear. 
They are angry about the thing, and 
there’s no denying it. 

They are using strong language. 
They are charging it to politics. They 
remark sarcastically that there are 
more votes among the soldiers who 
didn’t come over than among those 
who did. 
that more officers remained at home 
than came to France. 


Now They'll Never Take It Off. 


I hear them say that no matter 
what Congress does they will never 
take off their service stripes until 
they take off the uniform. They are 
proud of their service stripes and they 
mean to keep them. The soldiers 
hereabouts say they feel sorry for 
their comrades who didn’t .get a 
chance to fight. They say that they 
had friends who didn’t get over who 
could have done as well as they. But 
they say that does not alter the fact 
that they are the lads who fought,

Meant to Exterminate France. 

** Recent disclosures have enabled 

us to look deeper into the purposes of 
the enemy than we could héretofore. 
It was not purely a dream of military 
domination on the part of Prussia, It 
was a definite, calculated conspiracy 
to exterminate France, as well indus- 
trially and commercially as in a mili- 
tary sense. In this effort the German 
bankers and manufacturers joined 
their General Staff. The exposures 
of Dr. Mtthlon of the Krupp Works 

and of Kurt Eisner at the Berne So- 
cialist Conference make this clear, 

** And this fact exblains many of the 
activities of the German Army which 
we were pot ‘able to understand. We 
can now sée why they stole the ma- 
chinery frém our factories, why they 
destroyed the coal mines of Lens, why 
there was all the wanton devastation 
of French territory, even when they 
were in retreat. It was thought to be 


now that it was a part of their delib- 
erate commercial design. 
{And in this phase of their war- 
making effort they have not been alto- 
gether unsuccessful. The industrial 
life of France has*been so wrecked 
that its resusditation is most difficult, 
while by reason of her military sur- 





her factories, intact and ready for im- 
mediate efficient operation. Indus- 
trially and commercially, as between 
France and Prussia, for the present 
the victory is with the Hun. 

‘‘ And financially, by reason of the 
blockade, (the value of which as a 
military factor no one will question, ) 
the German war debt is almost wholly 
a debt to her own people, easily repu- 
diated, while the debt of France is one 
which must be paid. Here again the 
war has proved something like a Pyr- 
rhic victory for France. 

‘‘The French fortune invested 
abroad before the war was large— 
some fifty or sixty billions (francs) of 
French stock. What has become of 
that fortune? The best that we can 
hope for is that payments on about 
two-thirds of it may be considered as 
simply deferred; that the immense 
sum accumulated by French thrift and 
loaned abroad will be collectible event- 
ually. 

Big Investment in Russia. 


‘ France has something like twenty 
‘billion francs invested in Russia, two- 
thirds of that sum in Russian Govern- 
ment securities and the remainder in 
industrial enterprises. The, French 
people have other billions in Balkan 
and Turkish obligations. Then, just 
before the war, the disorders in Mex- 
ico deprived us of any revenue from 
about two and a half dillions of francs 
invested there, and we are having the 
same experience with several other 
billions in South America, notably the 
‘immense French investments in rail. 
ways. 

** I mention some of these financial 
details ‘to show how the French fort- 
une has shrunk, so that our people 
can_no longer derive a large income 
from abroad, The paying investments 
abroad are relatively inconsiderable 
compared to the debts that France has 
contracted abroad during the war, par- 
ticularly in America and in England. 
The French Government: has also 
loaned considerable sums to her small 
allies, just as America has done with 
her associates. 

‘* We look forward, therefore, to an 
immediate future in which we must 
regulatly meet great interest charges 
in America and elsewhere abroad, to 
|provide which we will/ have only the 
resources at home, 

‘‘ Tf our national dests were due 
only to our own people the problem 
would not be so difficult, because we 
would not then have to consider the 
sending out of the country of great

national loans would be distributed 
among the French people, unequally 
perhaps, but nevertheless the interest

‘* Even as to the military Stnicten 
over Germany there is a situation not 
altogether without disquieting feat- 
ures for France. It is quite true that 
the Allies have taken the German 
Navy, and in large measure have dis- 
armed the enemy. But there remains 
a chaotic yet fruitful Russia from 
which great help may be drawn by the 
Teutons. 

** With the British Army demobil- 
ized, the American Army back home, 
and France isolated, there might be 
a danger of a reopening of the mili- 
tary debate by Germany which might 
embarrass us were it not for the as- 
surance which President Wilson gave 
us in the Chamber of Deputies the 
other day that under the operation of 
the League of Nations, ‘ whenever 
France or any other free people is 
threatened the whole world will be 
ready to vindicate its liberty,’ so that 
‘there never shall be any doubt or 
waiting or surmise.’ This has given 
us great solace. And so we bid the 
departing American soldiers godspeed 
and a happy return to their peaceful 
tiresides. 

All Based on Wilson’s Promise. 

‘* Of course, a Society of Nations 
in which America ‘asd France enter 
must be supported. profoundly by 
the conviction of their peoples and by 
a determination of each nation enter- 
ing into the agreement to be willing 
to renounce its traditional aloofness 
from other peoples and willing to em- 
ploy. the national strength outside 
its own country, in time of peace as 
well as under thé pressure of war.

Silver Stripe Caused Protest.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Army 
Appropriation bill will be reported in the 
House tomorrow afternoon or Tuesday 
morning, with a provision forhidding 
the making of any distinction in the 
kind of chevrons, on other insignia worn 
by men in the United States Arrhy. 
The text of this provision has not 
been drafted, but Chairman Dent of the 
committee 6,was instructed by the com- 
mittee “to frame such a provision and 
expects to have its language drafted to- 
morrow. 

If this amendment is finally approved 
by the committee and passes muster in 
Congress it will wipe out the present 
distinction between soldiers in this coun- 
try who wear silver service cheyrons for 
each six‘months of service and soldiers 
on overseas duty who wear gold service 
chevrons for each six months of duty. 
The committee has received many pro- 
tests against the use of silver chevrons 
as used to mark the service ©f men ‘who 
have not gone overséas, and there is 
strong sentiment in the committee 
against having any distinction made be- 
tween men who went abroad and those 
who stayed at home so far as service 
insignia is concerned. For that reason 
Chairman Dent was instructed to draft 
a provision to prohibit any distinction 
being made.

TO EUROPEAN DUTIES 


London Observer Says She Must 
Choose ‘Selfish Aloofness 
or Altruistic Service.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Asserting that 
America is faced now with ‘ the choiee. 
of Achilles,’’ The Observer makes a 
strong appeal to her to take her full 
share in the work of the League of Na- 
tions, even if it involves intervention in 
European affairs. It says Germany is 
straining every nerve tO prevent hér 
complete co-operation with her Euro- 
pean allies by trying to rouse her dis- 
trust of England. 

‘The German cry is still the same: 
‘England's selfishness, Dngland’s lust 
of domination.’ Why? Because the 
Germans know that if they can once 
divide the “nglish-speaking countries 
there is still hope- that German ambi- 
tions, which have by no means died with 
the downfall of Kaiserismm, may. be real- 
ized. 

‘*'We have given such proofs as no 
other power has given of our sincerity 
and earnestness in forwarding the 
League of Nations idea.

We don no 
halo of saintship on that account, but 
we appeal to all that is noble and worthy 
in the American character to stand by 
us to the uttermost in bringing to full 
effect the design which Mas chiefly 
emanated from the brain and conscience 
of the President of the United States.”

‘** For instance, Japan has a large 
and rapidly growing population—70,- 
000,000 people, who aré increasing at 
the rate of more than half a million 
every year—against which she has a 
small island territory. And her people 
are spirited, energetic, and progres- 


sive, possessing in a high degree con- |

structive and organizing abilities and 
eager to use all her moral and ma- 
terial resources in ‘performing such 
duties as are devolved upon’ them by 
their peculiar position and circum- 
stances. 

** When, however, in obedience to 
these progressive impulses, they turn 
their attention overseas they seem to 
find the door closed against them 
everywhere—east, west, south, and 
north.

WARSAW, Feb. 9, (Associated Press.) 
—With the meeting of New Poland’s 


first Constitutional Assembly today. at 
the Marius Institute, the work creat- 
ing a permanent Government will be well 
under way. it is expected that aftér 
the first gathering, with the picturesque 
features furnished by many members 
wearing aa of ancient Poland, the 
Assembly will quickly get down to buasi- 
ness, adopt tie constitution, which has 
already been, for the greater part, draft- 
ed, and elect a President of the Repub- 
lic, who will probably be Ignace Jan 
Paderewski. General Joseph Pilsudski 
is slated for a prominent post in the 
new Ministry which is to be formed. 

The majority of the members of the 
Assembly comprises National Democrats 
and representatives of the ‘Peasant 
Party, with the Jéwish representatives 
and the Socialists in the minority. There 
will be about 200 members for the pres- 
ent, including delegates from the prov- 
inces where it was impossible to hold 
elections. The National ocrats 
claim 91 members, the Polish Peasants 
51, the Peasants’ Union 19, the Socialists 
14, the Workmen's Unions 7, the Jewish 
Party 8, the United Polish Peasants 6, 
and the German Colonists 2.

“ First—The North Russia allied ex- 
pedition has developed into a. pitiful 
failure. It has failed to inspire con- 
fidence and loyaliy and give real as- 
sistance to Russia. It has become a 


cesspool of jealousy, hatreds, mistakes, 


and shattered illusions. The different 
aliles distrust one another and _ the 
Russians distrust the. entire expedition. 

**Second—The Americay troops were 
put under an absolute imperialistic 
command, being handled in a way that 
was against every tradition of the army 
and country. They were put to doing 
a King’s business and to do whatever 
task was assigned to them by the Brit- 
ish. American men and their ideals 
f right and fairness were entirely sub- 


ership. 

‘“‘Third—The entire expedition suf- 
fered from a complete lack of spiritual 
leadership. Instead of being an ordinary 
soldier's jot, this expedition required 
sympathetic understanding. It always 
has been more ‘political than military. 
The original leaders thought themselves 
to be great soldiers and great diplomats, 
but they proved to be neither. 

“*Fourth—The expedition has lacked 
spiritual. significance. Europe’s war 
tired men, sent here from the French 
battlefields, failed to appreciate the 
great revolution or sy thize with the 
unrest and tne new birth that Russia is 
going through. Most of the ‘allied sol- 
diers, especially since the signing of 
the armistice, hated the job, despite the 
Russiahs, and have no concern with the 
future of the country. The expedition, 
lacking this spiritual eye in 
men’s minds, has become a mere fight- 
ing job. to coliect Russia’s debt to 


Burope. 

‘‘ Fifth—There is no enthusiasm even 
among the intelligent Russians in the 
north to assist the Allies and fight tne 
Bolsheviki. Everywhere there is a grow- 
ing disgust against the expedition, es- 
pecially against the British. 

**Sixth—The beautiful faith of the 
Russians for America is breaking under 
the manhandling by our forces under the 
foreign commund. The American forces 
have been led by an American coioncl 
when they shouid have had a major 
general. Within our own forces we 
lacked the right leadership, permitting 
the Americans to be placed under the 
limited contrvl of foreigners. 

** I have come out of Russia to write 
this. The censorship that*has crawled 
back into its hole in most of the /world 
still wears the iron heel of war days 
in the north. The American public 
has been fed pretty stories of the gentle 
glories of this ‘ help-Russia’ expedition, 
but the facts are that a mess has been 
stewed and has been kept for the, cooks 
themselves. 

** America, whose ideals of honor are 
at stake and whose sons are being sacri- 
ficed, has the right to know the facts. 
In North Russia the 
become a dismal comic opera. Here in 
the north, in a district that never was 
violently Bolshevist, where the AlHes hui 
many ‘friends at the start, and where, 
since the first days there have been 
unlimited opportunities to advance con- 
fidence and gain respect, here with 
everything their own way, the Allies 
have failed utterly. : 

‘*Today, in Archangel, Murmansk, 
and the other cities of the district, there 
is growing dissatisfaction against the 
way the expedition has interfered in 
local Russian: affairs. Every phase of 
life within the district is controlled by 
the Allies and dominated by —— 

“The Russians frankly résent this. 
They will tell you openly that they, and 
not the outsiders, should determine the 
exact form of government and pick the 
leaders. Today

All this reflected against 
the avowed motives of the Allies. 

‘“‘* Are the Allies coming in to- help 
Russia or themselves?’ the people ask. 
‘Are they going to force their 
government upon us, or merely to help 
us put down the Moscow Government, 
so we can have our own fair, elective 
Gavernmeéent? If that great allied force 
comes into Russia, would they insist 
on us accepting their ideas of policies 
as they have done in Archangel? ’ 

“This is the real test of the whole 
idea of interventions, and the people of 
North Russia have the right. to ask it. 
As far as they are able to tell by ex- 
perience, military intervention means in- 


ourselves? ’ 
_** The American troops are being used 
by a foreign high command for internal 
interference. For instance, on Sept. 3, on 
the night before the American troops 
landed in Archangel in. force, the Pro- 
visional Government was kidnapped by 
certain Russian Militia people and spir- 
ited to an island in the White Sea. This 
bore, without question, the silent ap- 
roval of certain elements of the Allied 
igh Command, and, in many circles, 
is said -to have been instigated entirely 
by them. 

“The American Ambassador forced the 
return of this Government, but the work- 
men of Archangel went on strike as a 
protest. It was a pure political strikd, 
but the first job the American troops 
were assigned to was the undignified, 
upwarranted, and un erican job of 
manning the street cars, breaking the 
political strike. 4 

‘* At every minute of the time since 
then the Americans have been under the 
complete and..absolute control of the 
British High Command. The Ameri- 
car officers have been submerged and 
overshadowed. 

“In the early ‘days of the interven- 
tion it had been expected tbat the Rus- 
sians would flock to the Allies’ colors 
by. the thousands, and several. hundred 
extra British officers, most or all of 
whom bore service and wound stripes, 
resulting from long and honorable serv- 
ice in France, were sent out with the 
idea of training and officering the un- 
born Russian Army. But the army 
failed. to. spring up, and the officers 
were left high and dry without work. 

"The 5,000 American troops came as 
a godsend to them. The vast forest 
front, covéfin some 50,000 square 
miles, was divided up in a number of 
districts and over each always was-a 
British officer. Every order of any 
kind had to come. through the British 
command, the rations were British, the 
equipment was British, end the expedi- 
tion was British. 

‘*The Americans were doing .their 
fighting in small groups with, at the 
most their own platoon or company con- 
manders over them, in certain instances, 
the tiny groups of Americans actually 
were under tne British sergeants. it 
simply dfdn’t- go. The hard feeling 
popped up and grew. The same conili- 
tions prevailed with all the other mem- 
bers of the expedition and before long 
hatreds, jealousies, and distrusts were 
engendered which it was impossible to 
correct. 

‘* All the time the Americans felt they 
were doing a job for certain nations,

there was no purpose of entering into 
negotiations with the Bolsheviki. To 
do so would be to encourage, them to 
declare triumphantly to their people that 
the Allies were completely beaten and 
at their mercy. <Any attempt to se- 
cure an agreement to recognize the out- 
standing Russian foreign. debt, M. 
Pichon contended, would be heralded as 
establishing the truth of the Soviet 
clajm that the Allies were moved only 
by capitalistic influences. ‘

least able to undertake this task, which 
would require the entire energy and

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Action upon 
the War Revenue bill, which was adopt- 
ed in the House yesterday by a vote of 
310 to 11, will be moved in the Senate 
immediately upon the disposal by the 
latter body of the resolution to submit 
to the States the question of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution granting na- 
tion-wide suffrage to women. 

Announcement has been made that the 
woman suffrage proposal will be ‘the 
first business before the Senate when 
it convenes tomorrow, and Senator Sim- 
mons, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, said tonight that he would not 
ask that the War Revenue bill receive 
the right of way. 

It was possible, Mr. Simmons said, 
that the suffrage question would be dis- 
posed of before the Senate adjourned 
tomorrow, and in that event he would 
ask immediately that action be taken 
on the Revenue bill. ~The general be- 
lief tonight was that, even should it be 
found possible to get the Revenue bill 
before the Senate some time tomorrow 
afternoon, there was little chance of a 
vote being taken before Tuesday. 

While Mr. Simmons is confident that 
the Revenue bill will be adopted by the 
Senate by a large majority, and without 
alteration which would necessitate its 
return to conference, it is probable that 
several of the Senatorg will demand the 
privilege of stating their objections to 
certain features.

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HOUSE CHAMBER THRONGED 


Orator Visibly Affected as He 
Speaks Last Words of Tribute 
Notable for Eloquence. 


Special to The New York Times. 
. WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In the cham- 
ber of the House of Representatives this 
afternoon impressive services were held 
in honor of the memory of Theodore 
Roosevelt, With Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, intimate friend of the late ‘ex- 
President, delivering the eulogium. 

The memorial was_the occasion of a 
Joint session of the Senate and House. 
There were present nearly 2,000 persons, 
including members of the Cabinet, the 
Diplomatic Corps, Justices of the Su- 
Ppreme Court, army and navy heads, and 
~other dignitaries. The galleries were 
thronged. . 

Two members of the Roosevelt family 
were present, Mrs. Nicholas 4.ongworth, 
a daughter, and Mrs. Douglas Robin- 
son; a sister. Ex-President Taft also 
attended. 

Senator Lodge's eulogy, which occu- 
Pied an hour and fifty minutes in deliv- 
ery, embraced a history of the late ex- 
President from his early life, through 
all his political activities and up to the 
time. of his death. Mr. Lodge spoke 
in clear, even tones, standing before the 
Speaker's desk, at which sat Speaker 
Glark and Vice President Marshall. 

As he spoke the last words of his ad- 
dress, which concerned the death sleep 
of Colonel Roosevelt, Senator Lodge's 
voice broke, and he had to steady him- 
self as he sank into his chair. A deep 
hush fell upon the throng, broken when 
the Marine Band, from its sequestered 
place outside the Chamber, broke into 
the muffled strains of ‘ The Star- 
Spangled Banner,’’ and the audience 
arose almost immediately. Benediction 
was pronounced by the Rev: Mr. Pretty- 
man, Chaplain of the Senate. 


Arrival of Dignitaries. 


The services began at 3 o'clock. For 
an hour before that the Marine Band 
had played appropriate music, while the 
galleries and the floor filed up. Mem- 
bers of the House occupied seats toward 
the rear of the Chamber. 

Precisely at 3 o'clock the Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the House announced the ar- 
rival of the Vice President and members 
of the Senate. The Vice President took 
a seat next to Speaker Clark, while the 
Senators, of whom there were about 
seventy-five, occupied seats toward the 
front of the chamber. s 

‘‘ The Ambassadors, the Ministers, and 
the Chargés d’Affaires,’’ announced the 
Sergeant at Arms. Down the middle aisle 
were escorted the representatives of for- 
eign Governments, including the Ambas- 
sador of Spain, Sefior Riano y Gayan- 
gos, in full-dress uniform; the Bolivian 
Minister, also in full uniform, and rep-

Among the heads of the army and 
navy present were General March, 
Chief of Staff; Surgeon General Blue, 
Admiral Sibert, and Admiral Fletcher.

The Marine Band piayed ‘‘ How Firm 
a Foundation,’’. Colonel Roosevelt's 
favorite hymn, after which Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall announced the joint ses- 
sion open. The Rev. Mr. Coudon, blind 
Chaplain of the House, offered prayer. 

Vice President Marshall, in announcing 
Senator Lodge as the spedker of the 
occasion, referred to him as ‘ scholar, 
orator, and friend of the late lamenteJ 
President.”’ 

Senator Lodge celivered his eulogy 
without anw attempt at oratorical effect. 
Only once or twice during his. delivery 
was he interrupted by applause, and 
then’ it was restrained, in keepjng with 
the occasion. 


Like a Fallen Tower. 
Senator Lodge opened his address with

, Absorbing reports of the events of these 
fateful re fn and gave pages to the man 
who had died. . 

‘‘Flashed beneath the ocean and 
through the air went the announceme 
of Theodore Roosevelt's death, and bac 
Came a world-wide response from courts 
and cabinets, from press and people, in 
other and far distant lands. Through it 
gu ran a golden thread of personal feel- 

g which gleams so rarely in the som-

seem that here was a man, a private 
citizen, conspicuous by no office, with 
no glitter of power about him, no abil- 
ity to reward -or punish, gone from

‘as his life drew to its close he had to

All his sons went from him to the war 
and one was kilied upen the field of 
honor. 

‘‘ This is not the place to speak of his 
private life, buf within that sacred cir- 
cle no man was ever more fortunate in 
the utter devotion of a noble wife and 
the passionate love of his children. The 
absolute parity and beauty of his family 
life tell us why the pride and interest 
which his fellow-countrymen felt in him 
were always touched with the warm 
light of loye. In the home, so dear to 
him, in his sleep, death came, and—

most enduring, as it was the most vis- 
ible, monument of his administration. 
Much criticised at the moment for his

He said himself that 
he made up his mind that it was his 
duty to establish the canal and have the 
debate about it afterward, which seemed 
to him better than to begin with in- 
definite debate and have no canal at all. 
This is a view which posterity both_at 
home and abroad will accept and ap- 
prove.”’ : 

Referring to Roosevelt's fight for pre- 
paredness before the United States en- 
eb the world war, Senator Lodge 
said: 

‘“‘He would have had us protest and 
take action at the very beginning in 
1914, when Belgium was invaded. He 
would have had us go to war when the 
murders of the Lusitania were perpe- 
trated. He tried to stir the soul and 
‘rouse the spirit of the American people, 
and despite every obstacle he did 
awaken them so that when the. hour 
came, in April, 1917, a large proportion 
of the American people were even then 
ready in spirit and in hope. 

‘‘ How teliing his work has been was 
proved by the confession of his coun- 
try’s enemies, for when he died the only 
discordant note, the only harsh words, 
came from the German press. Germany 
knew whose voice it was that had more 
powerfully than any other called Amer- 
icans to the battle~in behalf of free- 
dom and givilization.’’ 


Denied Most Prized Reward. 


Because he was not permitted to go to 
Europe at the head of a body of soldiers, 
said Mr. Lodge; Roosevelt ‘‘ was denied 
the reward which he would have ranked 
above all others, ‘the great prize of 
death in battle.’ ”’ 

‘* He lived to see right prevail,’’ con- 


tinued the Senator. ‘‘ He lived to see 
civilization triumph over organized bar- 
barism, and there was great joy in his 
heart. In all his last days the thoughts 
which filled his mind were 'to secure a 
peace which should render Germany for- 
ever harmless, and advance the cause 
of ordered freedom in every land and 
among every race. This occupied him 
to the exciusion of everything else ex- 
cept what he called and what we like to 
call Americanism. There was no hour 
down to the end when he would not turn 
aside from everything else to preach the 
doctrine of Americanism, of the prin- 
ciples and the faith upon which Amer- 
ican Government rested, and which all 
true Americans should wear in their 
heart of hearts. . 

‘‘He was a‘ great patriot, a great 
man; above all, a great American. His 
country was the erage mastering pas- 

e beginning even 
unte the end. - 

‘* What a man was is ever more im- 
rortant than what he did. Theodore 
Reosevelt always believed that character 
vas of greater worth and moment than 
anything else. He possessed abilities of 
the first order, which he was disposed to 


store. upon the moral qualities which we 
bring together under the single word 
‘ character.’ ’’ 

Appraising Theodore Roosevelt’s abili- 

ties, Mr. Lodge said in part: 
-** He-had a “a well-trained, ever 
active mind. e thought clearly, in- 
Cependently, and with originality and 
imagination. These great gifts were sus- 
tained by an extraordinary power of 
cequisition, joined to a greater quick- 
ness of apprehension, a greater swift- 
ress in seizing upon the essence of a 
question, than I have ever happened to 
see in any other man. He had a 
capacity for concentration which en- 
abled him to read with remarkable 
rapidity anything which he took up. 

‘“* He knew and held details always at 
his command, but he was never master- 
cd by them. He never failed to see 
tne forest on account of the trees or the 
city on account of the houses. In speak- 
ing as in writing, he was always full of 
force’ .and vigor. He had a large 
capacity for administration, clearness of 
vision, promptness in decision, and a 
thorough apprehension of what con- 
stituted efficient organizatign. 

‘* The first requisite of leadership is to 
lead, and that ability Theodore Roose- 
velt possessed in full measure. His 
instinct was always to say ‘ Come,’ 
rather than ‘ Go,’ and he had the talent 
of command. He also had the rare gift 
of arresting attention sharply and sud- 
denly, a very precious attribute. 

‘* Roosevelt was always advancing, al- 
ways struggling to make things better, 
to carry some much-needed reform, and 
help humanity to a large chance, to a 
fairer condition, to a happier life, More- 
over, he looked always for an ethical 
question. He was at his best when he 


wrong. 
A Mistaken Impression. 


“The criticism most.commonly made 
upon Theodore Roosevelt was that he 
was impulsive and impetuous, that he 
acted without thinking. He would have 
been the last to claim infallibility. His 
head did not turn when fame came to 
him and choruses of admiration sounded 
in his ears, for he was neither vain nor 
credulous. Hé knew that he made mis- 
takes, and never hesitated to damit 
them to be mistakes, and to correct 
them or put them behind him when sat- 
isfied they were such. But he never 
wasted time in mourning, explaining, or 
vainly regretting them. It is, also true 
that the middle way did not attract him. 
He was apt to go far both in praise and 
censure, ge nobody could’ analyze 
qualities and balance them. justly <in. 
judging men better than he. e spoke 
out with the most unrestrained frank- 
ness at all times and in all conipanies. | 

‘“*- When he had reached his conclusion 
he acted quickly and drove hard at his 
object, and this it was, probably, which 
gave an impression that he acted some- 
times hastily and thoughtléssly, which 
was a complete misapprehension of the 
man. His action was emphatic, but em- 

hasis implies reflection, not thought- 
essness. Sais 

‘“‘He had no hostility to a man be- 
cause he had succeeded in business: or 
because he had accumulated: a. fortune. 
He had but one standard, ore test. and 
that was whether a man, rich or poor 
was an honest man, a good citizen, and 
a good American. , 

‘“Theodore Roosevelt had the largest 
personal following ever attained by any 
man in our history.. By personal follow- 
ing is meant here that which supports. 
and sustains and goes: with a-man simpl 
because he is himself, a following whic 
does not care whether their leader and 
chief is in office or out of office, which is 
with him and behind him, because they, 
one and all, believe in him and love him 
and are ready .to stand by him for the 
sole and simple reason that they -

Hears Sermon by the Rev. C. W. 
Goodrich—Memorial Also Held 
in Another American Charch.

POINDEXTER ON ROOSEVELT. 


Senator Speaks at Washington Me- 
morial—Services in Other Cities. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Besides the 
service at the Capitol, memorial exer- 
cises for Theodore Roosevelt were held 
today at the Pan American Union Build- 
ing and at a theatre. Several hundred 
wounded soldiers from the Walter Reed 
Hospital heard John Barrett, Director 
General of the Pan American Union, 
extol the life and virtues of the former 
President, while Senator Poindexter of 
Washington delivered the oration at the 
theatre. 

ve The great keynote of Theodore 
Roosevelt's life and success was serv- 
ice,”"’ said Senator Poindexter. ‘‘ He 
found rest and recreation by passing. 
from one form of exertion to another. 
No man ever made a fuller use of the 


mental and physical powers with which 
he was endowed than Roosevelt. He put 
his talents to work, and the result was 
a great harvest of benefits for his time 
and generation and for those to come.”’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 9.—Philadel- 
phia today joined the nation in paying 
tribute to the memory’ of Theodore 
Roosevelt. Special memorial services 
were held fn many churches and at a 
number of public meetings. The Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania and other promi- 
nent men eulogized the ex-President in 
addresses at a big mass meeting in the 
Metropolitan Opera House. In addition 
to Governor Sproul, the speakers in- 
cluded James M. Beck, Gifford Pinchot, 
and George Wharton Pepper. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 9%.—The 
memory of Theodore Roosevelt was hon- 
ored by thousands of Clevelanders at 
memorial services held this afternoon 
and evening. Several thousand ‘people 
were unable to gain admittance to. the 
afternoon services, at which John Mc- 
Cormack opened the program by singing 
» The Star-Spangled Banner,’ and 
Harry Lauder delivered a eulogy of 
Roosevelt. 


WOOD EULOGIZES ROOSEVELT. 


Most Dominant Figure in America 
Since Lincoln, Says General. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 11,—‘‘ He 
did more than any other President to 
make the world realize what the United 
States stands for and what a republican 
form of government means,’’. declared 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood; in an ad- 
dress at the memorial services in honor 
of Theodore Roosevelt today. General 
Wood declared that Roosevelt's ‘‘ broad 
vision, wide knowledge of world affairs 
and sound judgment were never more 
needed than today.”’ 

‘‘It was impossible for him to be 
neutral in the face of wrong,’’ he said: 
*‘ He believed in a free press and free 
speech and understood that a democ- 


-racy resenting criticism, smothering the 


press and hampering publicity, is a de 
mocracy in danger, if not a democracy 


ying. + 
‘* Along the fighting line in Francé 


‘|and Flanders there were more inquiries 


concerning Colonel Roosevelt's opiniec 1, 
his views, his probable line of action, 
than. concerning all other Americans 
combined.”’ 

General*Wood declared that Roosevelt 
realized that Leagues of Nations could 
only be enduring when based on com- 
munity of interest and of areas, ‘‘ and 
above all eT of morals and 
ideals:’’ He never believed or for a 
moment tolerated the idea that we 
should enter into any league which 
would deprive ys of the right of free 
action within. our own sphere of in- 
fluence, or put us in a position of un- 
preparedness to do what we believed 
to be right, or in a_ condition which 
would render us unable to defend our 
own interests in- case of need.’’ 

‘‘He believed in avoiding entan#ling 
alliances,’’ said the orator, ‘' but real- 
ized that America must play her part 
when civilization and the rights of man- 
kind’. were .in danger. «sn Theodore 
Roosevelt’s opinion, no man who refuses 
service to the Hmit of his_ ability, 
whether in war or peace, is‘fit to be 
a citizen. 

“*'Theodore Roosevelt was the most 
inspiring and hence the most dominant 
figure in American life since Abraham 

ncoln. We must pick up. the torch 
where he dropped it and carry it on. 
This is vital to our country ‘and to 


mank : 

‘* He detested sham and want of can- 
dor;,’’’ Genéral Wood declared in describ- 
ing Colonel-Roosevelt. ‘‘He had little 
patience with those; adroit in the use of 
words and skilled in the building of 
phrases, but lacking the concrete cour- 
age to meet issues when national honor 


| and civilization demanded action. He

With in- 
creasing vigor he demanded adequate 
forces, adequate equipment, speed, and 
efficiency. His lash knew no mercy, 
but it was a necessary lash.

His men loved him and he 
could instill the best of all discipline, 
that which is founded on respect and 
confidence. When the situation required, 
he stood ready for the extreme sacrifice. 
On these. occasions his words were come 
on, not go. 
‘* A *many-sided man, but four-square 
to all the world; Christian gentleman, 
author, student, lover of nature, wise 
statesman, soldier, builder of standards, 
writer of history, scholar, man with a 
clean soul and dauntiless spirit, whose 
watchword was Duty, and whose life 
was one of service for God, for country, 
and the right. Suc was Theodore 
Roosevelt. e was the most inspiring 
and hence the most dominant figure in 
American life since Abvaham Lincoln. 
“With him no man could be part 
American and somcthing else. He must 
be all American. Along the fighting line 
in France and Flanders there were more 
inquiries concerning his opinion, his 
views, his probable ‘line of action than 
a all other Americans com- 
bined. They saw in him an intense 
American, but also a citizen of the 
world, one who loved justice, whose 
sympathies were not limited by nation- 
ality or creed. 

+f tre realized that Leagues of Nations 
can only be enduring when they are 
based upon community of interest and 
of areas, and, above all, community of 


morals and ideals, but he never believed, 


nor for a moment tolerated thé idea that 
we should’ enter into any league which 
would deprive us of the right of free 
action within our own sphere of influ- 
ence, or put us in a pos tion of unpre- 
paredness to do what we believed to be 
right, or in a condition which would 
render us unable to defend our own in- 
terests in case of need. 

“To him the ideal was the married 
life. -He was devoted to home. and fam- 
ily. He had. profound respect for 
women and never spoke disparagingly 
of them. He abhorred the vulgar and 
coarse of speech, the loose liver and 
the immoral. His life was.a clean, nor- 
mal, wholesome life. His broad vision, 
wide knowledge of world affairs, and 
sound judgment were never more need- 
ed. than today.

Ex-Senator Depew’s Estimate. 


Eix-Senator Chauncey M. Depew, who 
spoke yesterday’ at the Twenty-third 
Street Y. M. €. A. at one of the mem- 
orial services of the ‘War Camp Com- 
munity Service, said: Ms 

‘* Roosevelt ‘first among our public 
men saw what must be our position in 
this «world war. He found the great 
mass of his countrymen satisfied with 
their isolaticn and pacifists in senti- 
ments, put in season and out of. season, 
he preached preparedness and the peril 
to us at home and to our institutions 


of the triumph of autocracy’ upon the 
field of battle in Europe. It was the 
wonderfu! effect of his ‘stirring appeals 
which made it possible for the Presi- 
dent to secure universal assent for the 
declaration of war.’’ 

Father J. J. Curran of Wilkes-Barre, 
whose help in the settlement of the an- 
thracite strike ir 1902 made him one of 
Colonel Roosevelt’s closest friends, 
sketched the life-of the rormer. Presi- 
dent in an address at the Riverside 
Theatre where exercises were held end- 
ing with the sounding of taps. Father 
Curran said that the work of Roosevelt 
as Secretary of the Navy had laid the 
foundation of our modern navy, that he 
was the first and wisest in his plan of 
curbing trusts. and regulating: railroads, 
the pioneer in restoring cleanness’ 2nd 
wholesomeness to American politics an 
the leader of America in the right in 
international affairs. 

‘‘He was the man of the hour,’ said 
the priest, ‘‘the man of the nation, and 
the man of the world.’’ < . 

Dr. Henry B. Washburn, who deliv- 
ered the eulogy at the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, said: - 

‘“‘Mr. Roosevelt staked his all for the 
honor of America. For his country he 
kept his body strong, his mind clear, 
and-his purpose clear. He led men into 
battle in the interest of a righteous 
cause. He gave his own flesh and blood 
that the nation might maintain its 
righteous position. ‘ ‘ 

** We know that in the days at hand 
the country will miss this far-seeing, 
well-reasoning spokesman. We are not 
concerned with the rightness’ or the 
wrongness of his conclusions, but we are 
concerned in the principles that under- 
lay them.’’ 

In concluding’ his eulogy of Colonel 
Roosevelt, the Rev. Dr. Malcolm James 
MacLeod, who preached at *the Col- 
legiate Church of St: Nicholas, said: 

‘“*T look upon Theodore Roosevelt. as 
a great Christian and a great prophet 
of the Lord.”’ : 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
who preached in the First Reformed 
Church at Passaic, N. J., emphasizéd 
the feeling that a great source of in- 
terest in life had disappeared with the 
death of Colonel Roosevelt, and he 
added: : 

‘* How many people have said to me,

FINDS COUNCIL’ FRIENDLY 


Declares Great Britain Is Bestowing 
Precious Boon on Jewish 
People. 


Rabi Stephen S. Wise, recently re- 
turnéd from Paris where he represented 
the Zionists of America before the delc- 


ing his report last night at a Victory 
celébration in the Manhattan Opera 
House arranged by the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America, declared that before 
the Peace Conference adjourns it will 
give Great Britain a mandate of trus- 
teeship on behalf of the Jews of the 
world over’ Palestine. The auditorium 
was crowded with an audience estimated 
at 4,000 persons and many were turned 
away because of lack of room. The

was collected for the Palestine Restora- 
sion Fund. 

‘‘Our interests are in the hands of 
friends, of friendly Powers,’’ declared 
Dr. Wise.in his address, ‘‘ the Powers 
which lead at the Peace Conferenae be- 
ing friendliest to the people of Israel. 
Nothing could be more.unjust than to 
claim, as is basely urged, that Great 
Britain is not bestowing a precious boon , 
upon the Jewish people, but is using the | 
Jewish people in order to hide an im- |

“The truth is that Great Britain is 
most reluctant to accept any further re- 
sponsibilities as Great Britain well may 
be reluctant, viewing the world-wide | 
problems of the British Commonwealth. | 
I have heard from the Hips of British | 
statesmen whom I respect that, if Great | 
Britain accepts ¢he trusteeship over a | 
Jewish Palestine, it will be because 
Great Britain must bow before the man- | 
date of the League of Nations, because | 
Great Britain is deeply concerned about 
the welfare of the Jewish people.

In lands where peo- 
ples enjoy group or minority rights, he 
added, the conference must be expected 
to confer such rights on the Jews. He 
desired to enter no controversy, he said, 
but uttered the warning ‘‘ to those. peo-

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BRONX FIRE NEAR | 
MOTOR TRUCK PLANT 


Waterfront Blaze at 133d St. 
Threatens to Spread to 
Hurlburt Factory. 


DUMP OIL TANKS IN RIVER 








Fireboats and Apparatus from Two 
Boroughs Fight Flames from 
Scrap Rubber. 


Practically all the fire apparatus in 
the Bronx was called out late last night, 
reinforced bY engines and trucks from 


the upper west side of Manhattan, to 
fight a fire which started on the third 
floor of the building at Third Avenue 
and 133d Street occupied by H. Meuhl- 
stein & Co., dealers in scrap rubber. By 
the time the first firemen got there the 
entire building was ablaze and a dense, 
acrid smoke from hundreds of tons of 
rubber was spreading like a pall over 
the neighborhood. 

Just north of the structure on Third 
Avenue at 134th Street is the plant of 
the Hurlburt Motor Truck Company. 
Stored in an adjacent yard along the 
Harlem River were a thousand big 
tanks of gasoline belonging t6 the Cali- 
fornia Oil Company. When Acting 
Chief Smoky Joe Martin arrived in re- 
sponse to a fourth alarm, he wdered 
these thrown into the river for fear the 
fire would spread to the Hurlburt 
plant. A number were thrown into the 
river before thé danger was past. 

Firemen fought the blaze with much 
difficulty, getting as near as they could 
on the Third Avenue elevated structure 
and the drawbridge across the Harlem 
River at that point. There was byt one 
occupant of the building, a watchman 
and hé escaped when passers-by dis- 
covered the blaze. 

Chief Martin as soon as he was <atis- 
fied that the gasoline had been disposed 
of and explosions that might have en- 
dangered the whole. neighborhood thus 
averted, sent a cail for four fireboats. 
These steamed up to join a battery of 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- | 
road tugs which already were pouring 
streams into the building from the 
waterfront side. 

This method of fighting the flames 
proved much more effective, as_ the 
dense screen from the burning rubber | 
made it almost impossible for firemen 
on the land side to approach within ef- 
fective fighting distance. 

Traffic on the Third Avenue elevated 
and surface lines was halted as soon us | 
the fire had become menacing. The 
great clouds of smoke and the occa- 
sional belch of flames, as the wind now 
and then lifted the curtain, alarmed | 
residents of the Bronx for a great dis- | 
tance, and so many persons hurried to | 
what they believed to be a great con- 
flagration that it was necessary to call 
he tse from several police stations. 

‘L”’ of the building extends .into 
134th Street and abuts on the Hurlburt 
yards. A particularly hard fight was 
made to save this part of the <tructure, 
for fear the flames would be communi- 
eated to the Hurlburt plant and streams 
were kept playing on the riverside dock 
in order to save a number of finished 
trucks parked there which, it was said, 
were the property of the United Siates 
Government. 

Early this morning the fire was not 
entirely under control, but Chief 
fartin thought it would be extinguished 
by daylight and that it would not 
spread outside-the building. The struc-

As a clinical diagnostician Mr. W1Lu- 
IAM ALLEN WHITE won his earliest 
and greatest fame some twenty-two 
years ago by his celebrated inquiry, (4 
“* What Is the Matter with Kansas?’’ 
His diagnosis. was thorough and with 
an unerring finger he pointed out the 
ills from which Kansas was suffering. 
The State was afflicted with Populism, 
a milder form of Bolshevism. The 
holshevists murder, the.Populists were 
simply silly. They ranted, while LE- 
NINE’S disciples rob and slay. Mr. 
\Warre, therefore, has some of the 
qualifications of an expert’in respect 
to the malady from which Russia is 
now suffering. He has some evident 
fitness to serve as one of the two rep- 
resentatives of the United States upon 
the committee that is to meet Mr. 

‘LENINE’S representatives in confer- 
ence on Princes’ Islands. 

The appointment of Mr. Grorce D. 
Herron as the other representative of 
the United States is a very different 
matter. As a teacher of the extreme 
doctrines of socialism and of the loose 
views of the marriage relation which 
so many Socialists hold, Mr. HERRON 
has been in close sympathy with the 
principles which have guided LENINE 
and TrotTzky in their war upon capi- 
talism and upon society. Mr. H&RRON 
is to be accounted rather an exponent

This is one of 
a considerable number of appoint- 
ments to Administration service -in 
Washington and elsewhere in respect 
to. which it is fitting that a _ seri- 
ous protest should be made. The 
American people. have no liking for 
the theories of socialism: The selec- 
tion of persons like Mr. HERRON, and 
of others who have. been chosen for 
conspicuous posts in the war service 
of the Administration, is approved in 
this country chiefly by those who are 
active in the socialistic cause or in 
sympathy with it. ” ‘These appoint- 
ments are widely condemned, there is 
a feeling, that they tend to give en- 
couragement to the agitators and plot- 
ters who in many parts of the country 
are stirring up labor troubles or advo- 
cating the overthrow of our govern- 
mental institutions. Inasmuch as 30,- 
000,000 Americans, more than a quar- 
ter of the population of the United 


vy States, are holders of bonds issued. by 


the Government, it is impossible to 
‘imagine that offictal recognition and 
favor extended to representatives of a 
cult that would overthrow the Gov- 
érnment and destroy thé existing order 
of society can be viewed with general 
approval. 

To millions of friends and supporters

EMBARKATION CAMPS IN FRANCE. 
Investigation. of ‘conditions at the 
embarkation camps at Pontanezen and 
St. Aignan in France is desirable to 
bring out the truth, and’ to put in the 
record such difficulties as Major Gen. 
Harsorp’ and the medical officers 
have had to contend with in caring 
for the soldiers forwarded to them 
for transportation to the States. The 
camps have been overcrowded; also 
the sites are unsuitable for the pur- 
pose, and the climatic conditions are 
not favorable to health. The follow- 
ing’ statement was made on Jan, 1 by 
General Harsorp, who distinguished 
himself at Ch&teau-Thierry, later was 
detailed for transportation duty, and 
is now/in command at Brest: 

Climatic conditions: at Brest, due to 
‘daily rains, are the worst of any port 
at out disposal in France, but the 
lack of deep water at other ports 
forces certain ships to come to Brest, 
the one port they can enter. The pol- 
icy of beginning evacuation of our 
troops immediately after the armistice, 
and the order to fill-all available ship- 
ping, forced the evacuation of troops 
through Brest before any construction 
work . suitable to an embarkation 
camp could be completed. 

First,. the armistice came unexpect- 
edly and’ the War Department was 
unprepared to enter upon the task of 
sending troops home; .then the clamor 
in the United States, in and out of 
Congress, for the early return of our 
soldiers. resulted in the taking of meas- 
ures to carry out the wishes of the 
people without delay. No doubt it 
would have ‘been better if the War 
Department had made haste slowly 
about the business of evacuation. An 
impression prevails that little or 
nothing .has been done to improve 
conditions at the Brest camp. .. Upon 
that point Mr. Paut D. CravatH of 
New York, adviser to the Allied Board 
on: Finance and Purchases, and who 
knows from observation what ~™ has 
been done at Brest by Brig. Gen. 
SMEDLEY D. - BuTLer, 
statement: 


Hehas built many acres of comfort- 
able barracks; he has ovided heat 
for the tents, floprs for most of them; 
he has built a number of admirably 
arranged kitchens, each equipped for 
feeding 5,000 men a day. The hospital 
‘facilities have been enlarged and per- 
fected. An independent water site had 
already been provided before his ar- 
rival, and he is. enlarging it! A com- 
plete, sewage system is being installed, 
but in the meantime the temporary 
sanitary arrangements ‘have proved

from personal knowledge acquired in 
Russia. before, during, and after the 
revolution, contrasted the facts of Bol- 
shevism with the deliberate unveraci- 
ties. about it which certain propagan- 
dists of the ‘‘ parlor Socialist ’’ type are 
industriously spreading throughout the 
countty. One point made in the article 
is deserving of particular attention. 
Invariably the Bolsheviki and their 
friends and defenders—including the peo- 
ple who begin with, ‘‘I-am not a Bol- 
shevik, but——’’—base their pleas and 
arguments on the utterly false premise 
that the alternative to Bolshevism in 
Russia is the restoration of autocratic 
rule. They describe all antagonists to 
the Bolsheviki as ‘‘ reactionaries,”’ and 
charge them all, together with the 
‘* capitalistic Governments.”’ of the En- 
tente countries, with g fierce desire: to 
set a new Czar on the old Czar’s throne. 
They would have their ‘hearers forget 
and seemingly make a good many of 
the more ignorant and credulous do it— 
that in every Entente country there was 
sincere and unanimous joy over the suc- 
cess of the first revolution—a revolu- 
tion. by the way, with which the Bol- 
sheviki had absolutely nothing to do, 
The Czar had not a single mourner, out- 
side of lands whose like monarchs ‘were 
made anxious by the disclosure of how 
easy it was to overthrow a despot. 

Not only is the restoration of Czarism 
in Russia unthinkable as a possibility, 
but nobody anywhere dreams of restor- 
ing it when or if the Bolsheviki are 
overcome. The universal desire of the

BERUIN. (via Copenhagen, Feb.°8.)— 
“Musical Germany is going to have her 
revolution just as political Germany did,” 
said. Mile. Schoen-Rene to THK, Timers 
corre dent as she was summing up: 
the present state and the near future of 
musicalrelations between America and 
Germany. Once a well-known opera 
and*concert singer herself; she now con- 
ducts.conservatories in Minneapolis and 
Berlifi,- and is known as a successful 
teacher. 

“In Germany before the war,” she 
said, ‘‘music, and. indeed most of the 
arts, had during the long period of ma- 
terial . prosperity grown “too narrow, 
which means that nothing but essentially 
German music or what was considered 
such (was composed or could count on 
the applause of the audiences. But 
music, like al arts, must be internation- 
al, must. have a world-wide scope or it 
will degenerate.. Such was plainly, the 
ease in Germany, more especially in Ber- 
iP where: compositions were produced 
and-singers were applauded that would 
nevér have succeeded In some provincial 
cities" where art remained comparatively 
free from the Byzantine influence pre- 
valling in Berlin.” 

“Do you agree, then, with some En- 
tente writers who assert that Wagner’s 
music had great influence in forming 
the modern German character?’ 

“* Decidedly,’’ she replied, “but I 
@m convinced that Wagner's influ- 
@nce.  on.the German character would 
be quite different on Germans in a 
free republic from what it was on the 
Germans in mediaeval despotism. The 
free German will cultivate Wagner even 
more ardently, because his was a virile 
art that is a stranger to all servility.”’ 


No American Relations. 


“What about America’s future mu- 
sical relations with Germany?’’ 

**T am afraid that there will be none 
whatever in the next few years. Ger- 
many's musical deterioration will soon 
be felt in America, where comparisons 
will be drawn with the art of other 
countries, like Italy and France, and 
Germany will not be able to stand these 
comparisons at, present, all the more so 


becayse those who will draw the com-| 8% 


parisons cannot help being more or less 
prejudiced against Germany for political 
and other reasons."’ :

Giants’ Manager May Bring About

_ The trip of Manager John J. McGraw 
of the Giants to Cincinnati to arrange 
for the trade of Hal Chase to the New 
York Club, has hit a snag. President 
Herrmann of the Reds, has made it 
known that he will not consent to any 
déal involving Chase until that player 
has withdrawn his suit for salary from 
the courts. Chase, when he was sus- 
pended last August, sued the Reds for 
the remaining weeks of the season. It 
is said to amount to about $1,600. 

Chase’s lawyers, after the first base- 
man was exonerated by President John 
A. Heydler, announced that Chase would 
demand ‘full redress’’ from the-Cin- 
cinnati Club for the charges which they 
brought against him. When making his 
finding in the case, Presidént Heydler 
stated emphatically that @ef account of 
Chase’s conduct, the Cincinnati Club 
was justified in bringing charges against 
him: As this attitude by the President 
of the league who tried Chase upholds 
the club’s action in suspending the 
player, President Herrmann contends 
that the loss of salary goes withthe 

' suspension and he refused to do busi- 
ness with any one concerning the trade 
‘of Chase until the suit had been with- 
@rawn. 

This same position was taken by Presi- 
dent Ebbets of the Brooklyn club, who 
stated that he would not consent to a 
trade involving Jake Daubert until the 
player had, withdrawn hig suit against 
the club. It has not been announced 
that the Daubert suit had been dropped, 
but neverthelgss Daubert was traded to 
Herrmann for Kopf and Griffith. 

Herrmann 1s willing, and; iff fact, anx- 
ious, to.get rid of Chase, so hig sudden 
action in blocking the deal after Mco- 
Graw went to Cincinnati comes as a 
surprise. ‘The old: clique on the Cincin- 
nati club, which made so much trouble 
for Manager Mathewson, has been set 
adrift, and Manager Pat Moran will 


. start out with a collection of players, 


among whom harmony prevails. Har-| ¥, 
mony is one thing which the aces 


club :for the last few seasons 
lacked. Clarxe Griffith, Hank O'Day, 
Joe Tinker, Charley Herzog, and Ma- 
thewson found that it was a-hard task 
to get the players to — together. With 
the trouble-making element in the club 
eliminated, Moran ahd Herrmann believe 
that a period of success is in store for 
Cincinnati.

CONCESSIONS SPUR. 
BUILDING REVIVAL 


Sharp Readjustments Not Gen- 
erally Considered Perma- 
nent, However. 


LOCKOUTS ARE DISCOUNTED 


What Owners and Architects May 
Expect in Basic Material 
Supply and Prices. 


Building construction interests in New 
York and ‘vicinity bégin the week. with 
moré factors in their favor: than. they 
have had at any time since the country 
went to war. 

More building ‘operations were fte- 
ported for estimates in New York last 


week than at ahy time in almost two 1 


yeats. There was a greater volume of 
basic building materials moved to actual 
construction work in the city than at 


any time ce the Government demand 
sloughed off and réeadjustments in equip- 
ment and supplemental building mate- 
rials were more numerous and' more 
generously in.favor of the prospective 
builder than had been anticipated earlier 
in the year. There are better prospects 
for adjustment of labor disputes and 
one’ strike was actually settled’ at or 
approximately near the former wage 
scales. < 

The week opétis with a lockout by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association 
against the bricklayers and hoisting 
engineers on four or ‘five jobs, thése 
trades having. struck in support: of the 
carpenters, who have been out ‘sifice 
Nov. 12. This lockout has been almost 
entirely discounted by building material 
manufacturers, distributors, owners, and 
architects.and the volume. of materials 
that has moved to actual construction 
operations in the last week has been far 
in excess of that in any week in more 
than two months. 

There is little building construction 
work in progress, so that a disturbance 
of this sort is lost sight of in the mucn 
greater prospective movement of com- 
modity prices, favoring owners. 

Leading concessions in the equipment, 
and supplemental building material lines 
current this week will be found in in- 
*sulated wite showing a half cent de- 
cline, making annunciator base 
cents and wéatherproof 23 1-3 cent base, 
A new and lowér price of bare copper 
wire is expected momentarily. Struc- 
tural. rivets are now $4.40 base for. round 
head and $4.50 for cone, the price that 
has prévailed, but well informed inter- 
ests expect further ‘concessions. 

The new level is expected to go as low 
as $8 at least. In the plumbing and 
supply department an important house 
has dropped brass fitting prices approx- 
imately 10 per cent. The recent drop 
in tubing prices is expected to have a 
still further lowering influence. 

Plumbers’ earthenware prices are suUb- 
ject to heavy sustaining pressure, al- 
though strong influences are at work to 
reduce these somewhat, All manufac- 
turers need business, and in line with 
other supplemental building material in- 
terests a break by one firm will prob- 
ably be followed by others. 

Flush and supply pipe manufacturers 
have been offering concessions of from 
10 ‘to 15. per cent. below the recently 
printed schedule. Drops of from 15 to 
20 pér cent. below published lists .&re 
expected. at any time. The prices in 
tubes are now 34 cents base on brass 
and 85 cents on copper I. P. size stib- 
ject to the usual quantity rebate. Soil 
pipe manufacturers are as a rule hold- 

firth, at current price quotations, 
and in this départment the bottom may 
be considered as having been reached 
until Summer. 

In the paint and allied departments 
white and red leads are out of align- 
ment with raw matefial costs. he 
manufacturers followed the upwar’] 
trend of prices, but have taken little 
notice of the downward trend. answei- 
ing queries by stating. that the labor 
costs aré responsibie for present levels. 
Consumers are awaiting a ‘drop. Lin- 
seed of] prices, which were headed down- 
ward a week ago, have about-faced for 
a levels. : 

upplemeéntal building materia] price 
moyements more closely follow the basic 
materials in their steadiness. Asbestos 
and mill board manufacturers are hold+ 
ing prices firmly with indications of a 
slight advance following the increa-: 
on asbestos cement and pipe covering. 
As a rule, stocks are low and shipments 
are not coming through as rapidly as 
desired. A price of 6 cents has been 
reported on actual offer on lot quan- 
tities and 6% cents in lots not less than 
500-pound shipments from Delaware 
points. 

Heavy altération work in the city and 
in outlying sections is developing a mar- 
‘ket for pipe mgr ay | that had not becu 
looked for so early in the year. 

Basic building material: price move- 
ments are entirely out of harmony with 
equipment quotations, according to the 
Dow Service Daily Building Reports. 
Floor and wall tile, glazed and unglazed, 
is just recovering from the fuel embargo 
and manufacturers are now able to pro- 
duce in quantities. 

Tile quotations are only made on ap- 
plication to contfactors but there does 
not seem to be any prospéct for price 
reduction for some time to come... This is 
characteristic of most clay products en- 
tering into rig | construction. Dur- 
ing the waf théy had little or no call 
ahd in consequence plant depreciation 
was great ard organizations were dis- 
sipated. 

The only way that recovery can be 
made {s by keeping prices up during 
the coming year so as to meet the wage 
scales that cannot noW be determined 
upon until the actual yard and kiln 
work begins. 

For that reason the price of Hudson 
or Raritan common brick in this market, 
which was reported to be close to a drop 
© $13. a thousand instead of the present 
15 wholeSale level, will remain at the 
present level or very close to it; More 
Hudson common. brick moved out last 
week to. actual. building construction 
than has been reported since the middle 
of last September. 
, Portland cement is most barometrical 
of the present building: material market 
as to inquiries, shipments and produc- 
tion. Inquiries in December were twic2 
those in November, butinquiries in, Jan 1- 
ary were thre2 times those of December, 
which shows a healthy increase in the 
trend of all kinds. of construction work, 
road, engineering, and ,building. na 

“In this section of the country more 
mills ran in January than in January 
a year ago, when the country was .at 
war, and some of the larger companies 
are piling up product for which. they 
belféve there will be 4 great demand 
later on. Competent judges believe that 
there. was over 10 per cent. more busi- 
hess. moved in January .this year than 
in: January a year Ako despite the fact 
that. there is no Government business 
now that would pouusrg shipments.

“DROP IN NEW YORK TRADE. 


Year’s Figures Ajso Show Smaller

ROSENTHAL 


TRUCKS HOLD STAGE 
AT SHOW THIS WEEK 


Will Be Greatest Exhibit of Com- 
mercial Motor Cars Ever 
Brought Together. 


FARM TRACTORS ALSO THERE 


Figures Tell Growth of Use and 
Greatly ‘Increased Production 
Last Year Despite the War. 


Automobile interest this week will be 
centred chiefly in the value of the motor 
car as a freight transportation medium, 
The second stage of New York’s auto- 
mobile show will be opened this evening 
at 8 o’clock in Madison Square Garden 
and the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory, 
but instead of richly upholstered passen- 
ger cars, there-will be seen the greatest 
exhibit, both in number and variety, of 
commercial motor vehicles that has ever 
been shown togethér in the United 
States. 

More than sixty different manufact- 
urérs will show their particular products, 
each one presenting from two to half a 
dozen models, including everything usa- 
ble in motor trucks from one to six-ton 
carrying machines, besides a large va- 
riety of lighter deUvery wagons, rang- 
ing from the ‘half-ton to the one-ton 
type. 

In addition to the trucks a number of 
trailers will be shown, and several farm 
tractors, including the Fordson tractor, 








designed by Henry Ford over a year ago 
to help food pruduction here and abroad. 
Several thousand of em.are now in 
use in some parts of the United States 
and in England and France. This will 
be the first public exhibit of the Fordson 
tractor in the. East. Most of them in 
use in this country are on the farms of 
the Middle West, but Mr. Ford is’ mak- 
ing plans to build them in lafge quanti- 
ties in a factory in New Jersey and one 
near Albany.
